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ABOUT THE 
McMURRAY 
TAR SANDS 


The term “tar sand” is a misnomer 
which is only justified by its wide 
popular acceptance. Tar is a term 
reserved for the oily distillate obtain- 
ed in the destructive distillation of 
such substances as coal. “Bituminous 
sand would be a hetier name. Bitu- 
men is.a very general term. The bitu- 

“ men present in the McMurray deposit 
is a heavy asphaltic oil such as might 
be obtained by the partial evaporation 
of an asphaltic petrdleum. 

Bitumen from the “tar sands” may 
prove to be the remedy for Alberta 
muddy roads, is the opinion of the 
Indus.rial Research Department of 
the Alberta University. The study of 
a separation process for reclaiming 
the bitumen has already been under- 
taken with this object in view. 

Probably no other natural resource 
of the province holds quite the lure 
and fascination for the public mind 
us the “tar sand” deposit of Northern 
Alberta. While the scramble for oi! 
goes on, and while we wait in expect- 
ancy till some of the drill-holes goiny 
down all about us shall tap some hid- 
den petroleum pool, the “tar sand” de- 
posit stands plainly in view, the bic- 
gest thing of its sort in the world, for 
anyone who passes to see. The de 
posit contains more mineral oil than 
the whole world could use for some 
time to come. But, because no one 
has yet discovered the secret of how 
te take the oil away, it remains there 
year after year, unmolested. Many 
have looked for the secret. Sumples 
of the “tar sand” have found their 
way far afield, and many technolo- 
gists have given the material more 
or less of their thoughts and atten- 
tion. But still the deposit remains 
unexploited. 

The Province of Alberta has recog 
nized the futility of waiting for the 
development of this resource as the 
result of the efforts of outsiders, and 
has decided to shoulder the burden of 
her own problem. The answer to tbe 
“tar sand’’ riddle is now being 
tematically sought at the Univ \ 
of Alberta. The Industrial Research 
Department has undertaken the work 
and hopes to find the way to make 

awvailaht: the content of the “tar sand” 
which is of value. It hopes go 
further and fit uses for it to econ 
omic conditions in the province. The 
attempt will be made, for instance, to 
demonstrate that the “tar sand” bitu- 
men can be used in improving the 
highway conditions in Alberta. 

One travelling into the Northland 
by way of McMurray and the Atha- 
baseca River can see the “tar sands” 
exposed on the banks of that gre 
waterway for a distance of more than 


to 


100 miles. The material can also 
be seen in the banks of the trib 

utary streams. Such evidence has| 
caused geologists to conclude that the! 
depesit must extend over an area of 
at least 10,000 square miles. By the! 
action of water during some a 
geological ave, a huge bed of sand 

approximately 200 feet in thickness, 


was deposited on a floor of limestone 
over this great area. Succeedins 
aves buried the sand beneath several 
hundred feet more of other material. 
But, in the meantime, petroleum 
from some source that the geologist 
has not yet determined leaked into 
the sand and coated all the particle 
with a heavy mineral oil. The bitum 
inized sand bed would be unknown to 
us to-day and safely hidden away if 
it were not that the Athabasca River 
and its tributaries had cut down their 
deep valley trenches through the cov- 
erifg t» the sand and brought it to 
view. Most of the deposit, as a mat- 
ter of fact, is hidden away under its 
heavy overburden and might about a: 
well not exist. For it is only the ma- 
terial that is uncovered along the ri- 
ver valleys that is ever likely to be of 
any practical] use. 

A close examination of the “tar 
sand” shows it to be a dark brown to 
black looking material, soft enough, 
when fresh, and not too cold to be 
deformed by the pressure of the fin- 
gers, and sticky enough t» soil them 
with the tar. It has a decided petro 
leum smell. A magnifying glass 
enables one to see that each of the 
smal]! sand erains is surrounded by a 
coating of the sticky oil. This oil 
in a good sample, makes up about one- 
third the volume of the “tar sand.” It 
represents, however, only one-fifth of 
the total weight, 

If the “tar sand” deposit were lo- 
cated in the populated part of the 
province, a certain amount of it could 
be directly utilized. Similar mater- 
ial occurring in ¢ertain parts of Cal- 
iforria has long been used for mak- 
ing pavements. There is a pavement 
in Edmonton built for demonstration 
purposes by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines from the McMurray 
deposit. The small amount of useful 
materia] in the crude product, how- 
ever, is an insurmountable obstacle in 
the way of its transportation to any 
distance. Since four-fifths of the 
weieht of the material is worthless 
send, it is not hard to understand 
that it will not take much shivpine 
charges to brine the cost far in ex- 
cess of any value it may possess.

1203 the new reservation canal was 
begun and work carried on in a small 
way until the appropriation was made 
in 1916 for the Wapat» dam. Since 
that time the work has been continu- 
ous upon appropriations ranging from 
$250,000 to $500,000 annually, 

Now, a word as to the great Wapato 
dam may be interesting to those of 
our readers interested in the matter. 
The dam is a concrete structure found- 
ed on bed-rock, and has an average 
height of 22 feet. The dam is con- 
structed in two parts connected wit 
an earth dyke across the island. The 
total length of the concrete part of 
the dam is 620 feet; this, together 
with the dykes, is 1900 feet in length, 
The dam and headgate combined con- 
tain 7.600 cubie yards of concrete, and 
took six months to place in position 
The total cost of the dam and head- 
gate combined was $146.000, 

In places the great ditch cut 
through soil of a gravelly nature and 
much water was wasted and it became 
necessary to develop drainav’e canals 
slong wit hthe irrieation construction 
These drainage canals run east a- 
cross the project at intervals of two 
and one-half miles, An unusual fea- 
ture in the construction of this pro- 
iect has been the building of large 
laterals with the material excavated 
from the drainage canals in one op- 
eration with the dragline excavatine 
machines. 

The drainage canals are very effi 
elent and much of the drainare water 
is being used to irrieate land in the 
lower part of the project. It is now 
believed possible to irrigate s»me 80,- 
000 acres with drainage water

The success of the Soldier Settlement 
Board, with 20 year terms, is well 
known.

Migratory Birds 
and Their Habits 


Sometimes one stands in amaze- 
ment at the vast stores of learn- 
ing that science has garnered, 
and at other times one is astonished 
to note some of the apparently simple 
things of which science is ignorant. 
To the latter class we must re- 
refer the matter of migratory birds 
Science knows less about the move- 
ment of birds than about the courses 


of the stars, but science is taking 
the proper means to inform itself. 
It is calling upon the general public 
to give information, just as detectives 
when they are baffled use the news- 
papers to urge persons having a 
knowledge of the particular crime 
to come forward. Science, as re- 
presented in the United States and 
Canada in this matter by the Bio- 
logical Survey in Washington, asks 
all persons interested in the question 
of migratory birds, whether as na- 
turalists or sportsmen, to contribute 
te the common and growing fund of 
knowledge, and points out that both

If a sportsman shoots a bird and 
finds a metal band on its leg, he is 
asked to notify the Survey of the 


fact. The Survey will then turn up 
its records and find out when and 
where the bird was banded, and it 
will notify the person who banded it. 
As the number of these records in 
creases the Survey will be able to 
cease guessing about some of the 
‘abits of the migratory birds and 
will speak with authority. The

Tor instance, it was thought at one 
time that wrens mate for life. In 
1914 a volunteer co-operator of the 
Survey trapped and banded a_ pair 
of wrens which had a | brood, and 
then turned them loose. Later on 
trapping operations revealed the sur- 
prising fact that the wrens had 
separated, each choosing 4 new mate 
and each bringing up a new brood. 
The Department at Washington 
will supply the bands necessary for 
those who desire to assist and will 
also give drawings of traps suitable 
for capturing the birds. One of the 
traps is used for ducks, of which 
whole flocks can be captured and 
banded without any trouble.

Variety in the Diet 


By Loretta C. Lyn:h, 


Almost everyone’s table acquires 
a certain sameness about it if one is 
not ever on the alert. And no mat- 
ter how expensive the food nor how 
well it is prepared and served, it fails 
to be appreciated, and the 

ond digestion suffer. 

Take, for instance, every day mash 
ed potatoes. The addition of a table- 
spoonful of finely chopped raw onion 
to half a dozen medium-sized mashed 
| potatoes, changes the dish to one pop- 
Jar in England. It is called “scouse.’ 
| Try it for dinner some day, especial- 
lv if the meat you are serving lacks 
flavor. 

Many deserts call for cream. In 
preparing gelatine dessert in my lab- 
oratory, we have tried almost everv 
sauce as a substitute for the expensive 
whinned or plain We hav» 
found nothing so satisfactory all roun] 
as English cream. 

To prenare this, heat a pint of milk 
|in a douh'e boiler. When hot stir in-
